jT'His comes only to acquaint you with what may not 
J[ be improper to infert in fome of your next Phi-* 
loiophical Transitions, viz. That in July laft one Edward 
Lenten, who lives, with one Philip Wclverftov of .Fleet in 
Somh Holland in Lincoln/hire, being about co fence in a 
Hay-flack, and digging a grip for that purpofe about the 
depth of halfayard,he ft ruck his Spade upon a Pot. which 
when he broke, (elfe nothing could begot out of it) there 
was no lefs than 36 pound weight of old Roman Copper 
Coin found in it. The Pieces were found fet in rows edge- 
ways one by another, and ftuck fo together with the Ver- 
digreafe or R.uft of Copper, that many of them required a 
Chizel or fome fuch thing to feparatc them 3 but being Se- 
parated, clean'd and brigbten'd, the Heads or Figures of 
all or moft of them were very fair, (tome as when newly 
(lamped, ) and the Infcriptions of many are very legible. 
The Fellow ( who at firft hoped for a better Treafure, 
when he faw what the Pet produced) profufely and-eare- 
lefsly gave them away, and difper fed them up and down 
the Country to fuch as deiired them, and that, I fuppofe, 
for nothing, or nest to, nothing. Here was amafs'd toge- 
ther a great variety of Coins in this Pot : They fay Qr 
Bart, a Phyfician of 'Wfrbichy has a dozen of the befc 
Pieces 5 andean Apothecary at Long Sutton a fcore of the 
fame, the largeft and moft legible:' and Philip Waiver fion 
himfelf has two or three, fo very 'large and fair, that he 
fays he will not part with -them: Notwith Handing there 
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h yet many pounds weight of them in 'BAward Lent oris 
hands, the man that found them, if ho have not lately 
parted with dirm. The place where they were found is 
in the midft of the vafteft Flat or Level in England, and 
in a Ground that for- many Ages paft, ufed to be cover 'd 
with Water in the Winter, and overgrown with Reed in 
the Summer* Tis about; a mile and a half South by Weft 
from Fleet -Church, and about as far South by Eaft from 
Holbeach. There are no Banks or Hillocks, old Works or 
Ruins to be teen near it $ nor any remains or tokens of 
any thing extraordinary to have been there ^ (but the 
old Sea Bank about *two or .three mile-offy which Dugdde 
from a paiYage in Tacipm believes to be raft up by the Ro- 
man Souldiers.) But all is as flat as the Sea, and a low 
Country, producing a Courfe Flaggy Grafs for the mod parr 
round about it. The Pot, which was narrowefi: at the top 
and bottom, but thicker in the middle, had an Infcription 
about it, which tho it feemeth- in fome of the Sherds or 
Pieces to be fair at flrft fighf, yet is not legible, tho what it 
may be to men skill'd in Antiquities 1 know not. 

I thought it -was neceifary, that the Learned World 
fhould know this, and fo" mould any fecond D/tgdale, that 
may afterwards write the Hiftory and Antiquities -of the 
Fenns: And I knew not whether any would Communicate 
it to you or no 5 and therefore I have ventured to do it. 
If you have fuller and better accounts,this will do no harm 5 
if you have not,- you may make what ufeyou pleafe of this. 
You need not know from whom this comes,, but yourmy 
be aflared of the truth of tfc 

I might have given you an account of fome difcovcries, 
at the laying -a Tunnel under the Welfond at Spaldirrg in 
&»coinjhire„ about 5 or 6 years ago, viz,, of Jerrys Boats, 
Tannfats, sod the knobs and great quantities of Ox Horns 
belonging ^thereto, and Shoe Soles of -a very Ctrange tin- 
itfuil form 5 all dug up at the depth of 1 2 or 14 foot. As 
alfo at the laying tile -New Goat at the fall of Hammoitrl 
'Beckhito Bofion Haven, about 4 or 5 yearsago, they found 
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(at the fame or greater depth, in a different Soil from 
what they had dug through) many Roots of Trees, 
where it is believed the furface of the old Country was 
before it was covered by the Sea, (as a!fo at Scalding) 
But having given an account thereof to Mr Ralph 
Thoresby of Leeds in Torkfoire, a year or two ago, if you 
think it worth the Recording, you may have it Hup- 
pofe from him when you pkafe. 



V. 'Part of a Letter from Mr Thoresby, F. <%{. S. to 
the 'PulliJJper, giving a further account of the fame. 

TH E Perfon you inquire of, is, I am fure an ingeni- 
ous, obliging and good man, what youdefirea 
tranfcript of, I here fend you in his own words. 

* Near the River Wetland, that runs thro the Town of 

* Spalding in Lincoln/hire, at the depth of above 8 or 

* 10 foot, there were found Jetty s, as they call them, 

* to keep up the old Rivers Bank, and the head of a Tun- 

* nel that emptied the Land-water- into the old River; and 

* at a considerable diftance from the prefent River, Iguefs 
' 20 or 30 yards, there were dug up (about the like depth) 

* feveral old Boats,whkh things ftiew. that anciently the Ri- 

* ver was either much wider than now it is,or ran in another 

* place, or both. On the other, viz. the North Weft fide of 

* theRiver,and more upwards in ■ the Town, were .digg'd up 

* (at about the afore^ mentioned depth) the remains of old 
' Tanvats or Pits, a great quantity of -Ox-horns, and the 
' Shoe-foles, which i told you of, and I think the very 
' Tanners knobs, &c. which things- fhew, that the furface 
'of the Country lay anciently much lower than now it 
'does, and has been raifed by the Seas throwing in its Sand 
'in the Maritime parts (now moft inhabited) and by the 
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
